Last year, as a result of the 
experimental nature of the crops, 
some of the wheat and oats was 
affected be the frosts. A great deal 
of this grain was unsuspectingly used 
for seed this spring, and in «some 
cases it failed to gdrminate. Some 
of the Galician settlers were caught 
in this way and have been re-seeding 
their fields to good seed this week. 
Hitherto the shipments of grain along 
the C.N.R. from the Vermilion valley 
have not been as large as might be 
expected, A better showing has been 
made in horses, fat cattle and hogs 
than in grain. The expeetation, how 
ever, ia that, in view of the much 
larger acreage under crop and the 
good start which the growing crops 
now have, there will be a very 
material increase in the amount of 
ean available for shipment this 
fall, 

The hay crop all through the dis- 
trict will be abnormally large — this 
year, Many of the farmers ar 
thankful for the early pasture avail- 
able for the stock, as their stores 


of hay are about exhgusted. One dis- 
tressing iaiiledaenection is 
that the cattle are already troubled 
by flies and mosquitoes, myriads of

AFTER PATENT MEDICINES, 


Canadians Spend Six Millions Annu- 
ally on Cure-Alls. 


Toronto, June 2—“Let us do all in 
our power to take from these sharks 
in human form the opportunity. cf 
making money out of the sufferings 
of their fellow men.” 

Dr. J. Ferguson, of Toronto, was 
not sparing in his language this morn- 
ing in dealing with patent medicine, 
or “nostrum evil’ at a meeting of 
the Ontario Medical association. That 
this evil has grown to an enormous 
extent is shown, declared the doctor, 
by the fact that every year $62,000,000 
is spent on patent medicines in the 
Jnited States and $6,000,000 in Can- 
ada, “These medicines, so called, not 
only do not cure disease, but they 
actually caused it, and also create an 
appetite for strong drink,’’ continued 
the speaker. ‘In many cases they 
are so slightly medicuied as to only 
be useful as a beverage, and their 
manufacture and sale are subsidiary 
to the breweries and distilleries.”

UNTANGLING THE 
MORRIS MURDER 


Victim Believed to Have Been Shot 
and Then Struck With Spade— 
Body Cremated, 


Regina, June 1.—That Charles J 
Morris was not killed by a blow on 
the head, but was ahot trom behind, 
was the étartling testimony brought 
out by Dr. Charlton at this morning’ 
session of the murder trial. 
aoe Witness told of examining the 
f and brain and finding a bullet 
hole through the former which he 
gave a8 the cause of death, 

He did not believe that death was 
caused by the cracking of the «ull, 
but thought this likely took place 
afterward. Portions of the brain and 
skull were produced in court and 
during their « xamination the prisoner 
only held himself under great ner- 
vous tension, refusing at any time 
to look at the specimens. <A pair of 
overalls were ‘roduced and the doc 
for swore to human blood stains on 
these. A spade was also produced 
showing blood staine and two coal 
oil or gaaoline cans were shown, each 
having the staing of human blood on 
them. An empty cartridge was also 
Produced and said to have been in 
contact with blood. 

Dr. Chariton also said deceased had 
lived a short time after the ahot wae 
fired. The theory of the crown now 
is that Morris was shot from behind, 
hit over the head with some instru- 
ment which cracked the «kull and 
the body was thrown into the houss 
saturated with coal oil and burned 

This is only the third witness for 
the crown and the case has been go- 
ing on for a day and a half, so will 
likely be prolonged for some time 

The horrible circumstances *sur- 
rounding the murder of Char 
Morris at Milestone, on April 1, were 
further investigated this) afternoon 
before Judge Wetmore. ©. E. D 
Wood, counsel for prisoner, continu 
ed his cross-examination of Dr 
Chariton and considerably shook 
faith in the witnesses’ teatimony. 
The witness had previously sworn 
that he looked upon Taylor’s works 
as a standard of medical legal text 
books, and that he gave his evidence 
on facts etated therein. He now 
wished to disagree with Taylor, ow 
ing, he said, to his own experiencr 
that it wags impossible to obtain the 
red corpuscles of blood from blood 
sidins for microseopical examination 
if they were at the eutside 24 hours 
old, or that at that time it would 
be necessary to have a fragment of 
blood-clot for examination Another 
point on which he differed with Tay 
lor was that it wae almost impo# 
sible to get dried blood and particu 
larly where it was only small spat- 
ters ,off dark cloth for the purpose 
of examination He denied thi 
statement that it would be possible 
for a man to fall against Thesedge of 
a bed and fracture his skull in the 
manner in question The blood 
stains or so-called stains on the shovel 
and eartridge shell, he admitted, had 
not tested, and when closely ques 
tioned on the subject would only éay 
they resembled blood.
